Claim 22: DELETE "inflammation," "apoplexy," "a tumor," "a tumor disease or 
tumor metastases," and INSERT the word "or" before "migraine" so that the claim reads as 
follows: 

22. A method for treating thromboses, myocardial infarction, arteriosclerosis, angina 
pectoris, restenosis after angioplasty, claudicatio intermittens, ot_ migraine, comprising 
administering to a subject in need thereof an effective amount of a pharmaceutical composition 
according to claim 20. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly claimed 
compounds are novel and non-obvious over the prior art because of the -R^ group, specifically 
the substituted on the R^ group. The closest prior art is WO 02/48099, Dorsch et al. This 
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reference does not encompass the scope of the instant application, which includes the 
aforementioned novelty, the substituted A group at position R\ This reference lacks identical or 
obvious substituents at the aforementioned positions. A person of ordinary skill in the art would 
not have expected that making these structural modifications would retain identical activity as 
disclosed in the prior art.
